At th a t tim e, it will be recalled, F ath er Cough­ 
lin p rom ised to retire from radio broadcasting 
forev er if he didn’t swing 9,000.000 v otes for his 
candidate for President, W illiam Lemke. 
F ath er Coughlin p rop hesied th a t in conse­ 
quence of the great v ote to be receiv ed by Lemke, 
neith er Mr. Roosev elt nor Mr. Landon would gain 
a m ajority in the Electoral College, w ith th e re ­ 
sult th a t the election of a P resident would be 
throw n into Congress.

His death is recalled by rep orts from London 
th a t H enry G ilbert R alp h Nev ill. M arquess 
of 
Abergav enny , has been killed by being throw n 
from his horse while hunting. Considering th a t 
th e m arquess was eighty -four y ears old and had 
been riding to hounds since he was a boy , these 
circum stances, too, seem p eculiarly ap p rop riate, 
and it is p robable th a t the end cam e just about 
as the old m an would hav e wished tf he had oeen 
giv en a choice in the m atter. 
For sev enty y ears the M arquess of A bergav en­ 
ny found delight in the running of a fox ov er 
fields and through woods, across hills and v al­ 
ley s, leap ing stream s and fences, in the shrill 
clarion of the h unte rs’ horns, the y elp ing of the 
dogs, the great ex citem ent of the chase. All of 
this was life to him , ev en a t eighty -four, and it 
seems as if he were v ouchsafed a great gift in 
being thus cut down while still going strong.

The A m erican Iron and Steel Institute asserts 
th a t m odern civ ilization rests up on a base of steel 


in the form of countless articles in ev ery day use. 
T h at base weighs 954,000 tons, or nearly 17,000 


p ounds for ev ery m an, wom an and child in the 
country . This is the estim ate of th e am ount of 
steel in use a t the p resent tim e in the U nited 
States. It is said to be the first ev er m ade and is 
based on calculations of steel p roduction and 
consum p tion since p erfection of th e Bessemer 
p rocess in 1865 brought the daw n of the m odern 
steel industry .
